des and allcgactons bene inutile x vaine with⸗ 
out any efficace,fo: the Turkes and Daraſins 
wyl ſay aſmuch of their lawe. Than we muſte 
mekely tak and receiue the gift + grate of God 
at ſuche ſyme as hys good — 5 is to gyue 
it vs, without diſputing, wherfoze he hath ta⸗ 
ried tyll now, wyth out allegyng multitude oz 
puralite of perſones, noꝛ alt o ſpeke of the life, 
02 ende of them that haue lcued here to foe.

gelike truth had ben thus'ſhewed as .

is ſo pernerted and corrupt by the doc of 
me, which is a leuin of the Phartſes, $ which 
Jeſus Lhiiſt admoniſheth vs to e*chue x flee. 
Neuertheles we mult not fo: the hardnes and 
malice of ſome aduerſaries and entmics of the 
truth, leaue to declare and manifeſt aſmuch as 
ſhalbe poſſible the pure + true wozde of God. 
the which without any doubt, al they ſhall 
eleue that be oꝛdeyned to the life eternal, and 
none other x all to the hono: gloꝛy and prayle 
of god To the which 
dient childꝛẽ to him we ought to pꝛocur, Wout 
ſparing anye thinge, aꝛ in aniwiſe to diſſimule 
This is foꝛ an adu:rtiſment that in this pꝛe 
cet mater it behoueth eche one to ſtav wholy to 
the holy woꝛd of god, as to that wherby al cre⸗ 
atures ſhalbe iudged. A thing ought to be era 
mined and pꝛoued, and none maye contrary it 
Now foz to touch 11 wherot᷑ pꝛeſetly 
we treate.
